Just like you clean 
your living room rug! We've got a special kind of dust 
 cloth, too. It's treated chemically ... so it'll catch dust 
better. Can't be too careful about these things.

You can't help noticing
"straddle trucks" like this 
when you see them on the 
road. They're pretty unusual 
looking. And take it from 
me, they're plenty useful, 
too. When we put in new 
cables to carry your calls, a 
truck like this really speeds 
things up. First it picks up 
a cable reel in a jiffy. Then 
carries it fast to the place 
it's needed. And notice how 
you can park it right above 
the manhole where the ca­ 
ble goes.
